And This, With the Intense 
Heat, Affected Him Greatly. 
“Uncle Joe” Had Just Begun 
a Defense of the Tariff Law 
When He Became Incoherent 
and Collapsed. 


Winfield, Kan. July 6.—  Accom- 
panied by Congressman Phillip Camp- 
bell and asserting he was “not a bit 
sick,’ Speaker Joseph G. Cannon, of 
the house of representaives, who col- 
lapsed while delivering an address be- 
fore the Winfield chautauqua this aft- 
ernoon, left here tonight for Arkansas 
City, where Campbell) was scheduled 
to speak tonight. 

The speaker had recovered from his 
ecllapse and insisted upon making the 
trip. 

Hig Face Became Paliled. 

During the greater part of his speech 
Mr. Cannon was noticeably affected 
by the heat. His voice became weak. 
He backed up against a table on the 
platform, and half-seated, he continued 
to talk. His face assumed an unnatural 
white pallor. He reached back and 
took the ice from a pitcher and placed 
it on his head. His head dropped to 
his chest. 

“I cannot talk longer,” he almost 
gasped. ‘“‘There are many more things 
Il should like to have said, but I can- 
not. I am overcome with the heat.” 

Friends rushed forward with achair 
and an electric fan was turned on him, 
water and ice were procured, and the 
piatform was cleared of the curious. 
The audience remained intensely quiet. 

Finally “Uncle Joe’’ arose with a 
friend on either side, and said: 

“I am sorry I cannot continue, but 
] have been through three years of 
hard work and worry and this intense 
heat has been more than I can stand. 
I thank you.” 

And the speaker sank back. 

A temperature of 105 degrees pre- 
vailed here today. 

Advised to Quit Tour. 

Speaker Cannon’s physicians urged 
him tonight to abandon his Kansas 
speaking tour. The speaker, however, 
seems determined to continue and to 
inquiries he said he would say defi- 
nitely tomorrow. Mr. Cannon feels 
that he is strong enough to continue 
his tour and that today’s collapse 
was due only to the excessively warm 
weather, which he is not used to. 

Mr. Cannon had sufficiently’ recov- 
ered by the time he had rneached 
the home of J. T. Lafferty, whose 
guest he was while here,to say a few 
words to his friends and the newspaper 
men. 

“It’s all right,” he said, “nothing to 
ft, boys.”’ 

The speaker was prevailed upon to 
rest a while and two local physictans 
were called to attend him. 

Speaker Cannon appeared tired when 
he reached here today. His all-night 
ride from Kansas City and the excite- 
ment incident to his debate with Gif- 
ford Pinchot before the Knife and 
Pork Club at Kansas City last night, 
together with the hot weather here, 
seemed to unnerve him. It was noticed 
he did not walk with his old-time firm 
step as he advanced to address his au- 
dience. 

Audience Not Friendly. 

The speaxer seemed to realize he was 
in “the enemy's country.’ While the 
audience was not hostile, it certainly 
was not friendly and this made 
“Uncle Joe's task more difficult.”

Keddie, aged 21 years, was shot by 
Detective Ira Rickett, of the Anti- 
Saloon League force, tonight. The 
shooting occurred in the business seéc- 
tion of town at Market and Fifth 
streets. 

Keddie was standing on the sidéwalk 
when Detective Rickett attempted, it 
is alleged, to shoot Alvin Dawson, 21 
Years old. Dawson escaped the fire 


ankle.

Threats were made to lynch the de- 
tective, but he was finally landed be- 
kind the bars.

The shooting octurred when. the 
streets were crowded with shoppers, 
homeward bound, and created tremen- 
dous excitement. A rumor quickly 
spread that Keddie had been killed 
and hundreds of his friends and. ac- 
quaintances threatened to take ven- 
geance on the detective. Only a dis- 
play of force by the police prevented 
the detective from being roughly han- 
died. - 

Detective Was Attacked. 

The trouble was précipitated by an 
attack made by Dawson and a crowd 
of young men on Rickett It is al- 
leged that when the latter refused 
their offer of a fist fight in an alley, 
Dawson attacked him. Rickett drew 
his revolver and fired point blank. His 
arm was knocked downward and to 
one side, and the bullet struck Ked- 
die, who was standing near by convers- 
ing with a companion. 

Rickett gained the enmity of a cer- 
tain class a few months ago when he 
appeared as a witness against “boot 
leggers.”” As a result of .the crusade, 
$1,700 was collected in fines. Numer- 
ous threats were made against the 
detective at that time, and to insure 
Rickett’s being present as a witness 
he was confined in the police station 
for several days.

REPORT ON TERMINALS 
EXPECTED THIS WEEK 


Consideration of Special Ap- 
propriations’ in the House. 
Compulsory Education Bill to 
Be Made Special Order---Sen- 
ate May Reconsider Solicitors 
Genera! Bill. 


One-half the period of the present 
legislative session has passed. “Only 35 
days remain in which the statesmen 
composing the general assembly may 
make laws. 

The record of legisiative 
plishments up to date stands 
as follows: 

Passed service pension bill, which it 
is estimated will add $500,000 annually 
to the state’s pension roll. 

Ratified income tax amendment to 
federal constitution. 

Killed biennial sessions Dbfll. 

Many Bills Killed. 

Of course the list of bills kijled 
reaches quite a respectable number. 
Many of these measures were given 
much discussion and caused wrangling 
for days. They were defeated ana 
then the vote by which they were 
killed was reconsidered and the grouna 
was threshed all over again. 

On Friday the senate failed to pass 
the bill to put solicitors géneral on the 
salary basis in place of the present fee 
system. The measure failed by a vote 
of 21 to 14. 

In the 25 days which remain of 
the session, much may be accom- 
Plished. Some provision might be made 
for revising the state’s antiquated 
and ridiculously unfair s¥stem of tax- 
ation; some provision might be made 
for providing a working balance in 
the state treasury during the summer 
and early fal, before the ad valorem 
taxes begin to come in; some plan 
might be adopted to pay the teachers 
of the state their salaries when due. 

Consider Two Measures. 

There is no indication, however, 
that any of these matters will be given 
serious consideration. The attention 
of members is being directed mainly 
to the question of purchasing land at 
Chattanooga, Tenn., for terminals, anu 
demanding of Governor , Brown the 
reasons for his actions in sending 
treops to Durham coal mines. This 
last question will undoubtedly precip- 
itate a fight, and the friends of Gov- 
ernor Brown will strongly uphold his 


action in that particular. 

Entering upon the last half of the 
session Monday morning the general 
assembly of Georgia will begin the 
busiest and most eventful week of the 
present session. 

The house will not begin work Mon- 
day morning until 11 o'clock, having

They 
believed, it was said today, that when 
her revenues as the authorized head 
of the healers tn New York and as 
the head of the First church were cut 
off, she would be limited in funds, a 
State which would tend to tame her 
pride. 

Mrs. Stetson and Clique Flourish. 

There was a $40.000 mortgage on the 
fine mansion which Mrs. Stetson owned 
in New York.

“The official announcement speaks 
for itself,” said the secretary. “Mrs. 
Eddy is universally revered by her 
followers, and only a small faction in 
the church has been responsible for 
discord. The church is unshaken: the 
belief of the sincere members is un- 
wavering. Mrs. Eddy deplores the pub- 
licity which has been given to un- 
pleasant incidents, but her rule not to 
be interviewed cannot be broken even 
in this instance.”

ON SINGLE RAIL 


20 Persons Injured in 
Monorail Smash. 


Only One of the Number Seri- 
ously Hurt---Car Was Rush- 
ing Along at Thirty Miles an 
Hour on Single Rail When It 
Came to Grief. 


New York, July 16.—Twenty persons 
were injured, only one seriously, in 
the first commercial trip this after- 
noon of the new monorail service be- 
tween City Island and Bar Tow, in 
the suburbs of the Bronx. Howard 
Tunis, the inventor, who was motor- 
man, broke a rib. and one passenger 
broke a leg. The latter was the only 
one of the injured to go to the hos- 
pital. 

Although described as a monorail, 
the only car the company yet owns 
did not depend for its stability on a 
gyroscope. For support and traction it 
ran on a single rail, but twin guide 
rails overhead. hung between pillars 
and lateral braces on either side of the 
right-of-way, held it in balance.

FATALLY WOUNDED. 


Prominent South Carolina 
Farmer Shot on Way 


Home. 


Augusta, Ga., July 16—Ben Hankinson, 
a prominent white farmer, living a 
few miles from Langley, 8S. C.,. was 
shot by some party, as yet unknown, 
and probably fatally wounded, while 
on his way home from Langley, where 
he had been on business. Complete 
mystery surrounds the tragedy, which 
occurred on a secluded road, hedged 
in by a very thick growth of bushes 
on either side; the spot of the alleged 
attack being at a dip in the road, be- 
tween two hills, and about 250 yards 
from the nearest house. The spot where 
the shooting took place is a mile and 
a half from Mr. Hankinf&on’s house. 

Mr. Hankinson says he was riding 
along the read near the Rock Hill 
colored church, elose to the residence 
of Mr. A. P. Franklin, and a man with 
a dark mustache came from behind a 
bush and fired two shots at him. The 
unknown assassin missed his aim the 
first shot; the second shot pierced the 
left breat of Mr. Hankinson, just above 
the heart, and went through the back 
of the buggy seat, falling to the 
ground close by. The physician who 
first examined Mr. Hankinson said had 
it not been for the muscular contrac- 
tion of the heart, the bullet would 
have hit a vital organ, causing instant 
death. The bullet barely missed the 
heart. 

At a late hour tonight Mr. Hankin- 
son was reported to be in’a very seri- 
ous condition.

Springfield, Il., July 16—Mrs. Frank 
Stout confessed tonight that she had 
fired the shot which resulted in the 
death of Deputy State Game Ward:2n 
John. O’ Connor. 

Mrs. Stout, with her husband and 
their six children, are in jail here. 

O’Connor was shot last night at his 
home by some one who fired through 
a window. In an ante-mortem state- 
ment he declared that Frank Stout had 
threatened to kill him, but Stout, who 
was arrested, proved an alibi. Later 
Mrs. Stout was arrested, and in her 
confession declared O’Connor had an- 
noyed her and had “tried to break up 
her home.” 

Stealthily making her way to the 
O’Connor home, Mrs. Stout said she 
climbed the high board fence in the 
rear of the home and slowly neared the 
rear door of the house. 

Shot Him as He Fondled Child. 

Arriving at the doorway she saw 
her intended victim fondling his 3- 
year-old son. At the sight of this her 
mother love for her six children arose 
and protested against taking the life 
of a father, because she said even 
though he stood accused of making 
improper advances toward her, she fal- 
tered and turned away from the sight 

When her back was turned to O’Con- 
nor and his child she forgot all about 
her mother love and the anger of a 
wronged woman again arose in her 
bosom. 

Going to the doorway for the second 
time she took deliberate aim at O’Con- 
nor and fired. 

His two lungs plerced by a ball 
from a 32-caliber revolver, he fell to 
the floor. Starting to walk slowlv 
away from the place, Mrs. Stout found 
O’Connor had arisen and was pursuing 
her. The thought of having committed 
murder seemed to have lent strength 
to her feet as she fairly flew toward 
her home. When O’Connor collapsed 
she succeeded in making her escape. 

Betrayed by Her Footprints. 

A woman's footprints near the house 
gave Sheriff Werner the clew which 
resulted in the arrest tonight of Mrs. 
Stout. She told a pathetic tale of al- 
leged wrong conduct on the part of 
O’Connor, and her dramatic recital 
brought forth pity from the six por- 
SOns who heard it.

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A00,000 PEOPLE 
WATCH FLAMES 


As They Sweep Over the 
River Front at New York 


Two Lives Lost and Property 
Valued at $1,000,000 De- 
stroyed--Sailors Leaped From 
Vessel In Order to Escape the 
Flames. 


New York, July 16.—Four hundred 
thousand spectators witnessed this af- 
ternoon the most spectacular pier fire 
since the Hoboken disaster ten years 
ago, in which 150 lives were lost. As 
far as can be ascertained, two men 
perjshed during today’s conflagration. 
The monetary loss will run between 
$750,000 and $1,000,000. 

Pier 14 of the Metropolitan steam- 
ship line on the Hudson river at the 
foot of Fulton street wag practically 
destroyed. The structure cost $300,- 
000. : 
The freight steamer H. Dimock, of 
the same line, which was lying along- 
side the pier, caught fire and drifted, 
blazing out Into the river before fire 
boats and the tugs entinguished the 
flames. 

Crew Leaped Overboard. 

Two of her crew, all twenty-eight of 
whom jumped overboard, are missing. 
It is believed that they were drowned. 
The vessel’s upper works were de- 
stroyed, her cargo was soaked and 
scorched and she was otherwise badly 
damaged. 

Six barges lying between piers 14 
and 15 were destroyed and the passen- 
ger steamship, Gevard, of the Metro- 
politan line, was badly scorched. She 
was towed to a point of safety, how- 
ever, and departed for Boston on 
schedule time this evening. . 

For a time it was feared that the 
entire water front north of Fulton 
street was in danger. The blaze was 
one of the stubbornest that firemen 
have contended with in years and 
twenty-two land engines, six fire boats 
and one water tower were pressed into 
service. 

As the flames swept through the 
pier to the close-lying barges, the 
crews were forced to leap into the 
water, from where ropes and boat- 
hooks pulled them out to safety. Two 
men remained aboard a barge teo long 
and were badly burned, but aside from 
the missing members of the Dimock’s 
crew, no fatalities have been recorded 
tonight. 

Fire Hottest Ever Handled. 

Chief Corker said that the fire was 
one of the hottest he had ever handled. 
For a time he was doubtful if his men 
would be able to face the heat, but 
the wind shifted to the north and the 
firemen on land got a chance to ap- 
proach close and play their streams 
effectively. The police arrangements 
were good and notwithstanding the 
great crowd, there was no street ac- 
cidents of consequence. 

During the blaze the adjoining piers 
to the north were geveral times threat- 
ened and pier 15, ° occupied by the 
Brunswick Steamship Company, caught 
fire more than onoe. Sparks flew to 
the Delaware, Lackawanna and Wes- 
tern ferry house beyond, igniting the 
cribs several times and suspending 
ferry service. A host of fire craft 
on the river and the massed land 
forces kept the blaze from sweeping 
these structures. At least one lighter 
between the two lower piers was burn- 
ed and several others were damaged. 
Two men on one .lighter were badly 
burned before they jumped and were 
rescued from the water by a fire 
boat. 

Falling Matches Started Fire. 


Accounts of how the fire caught 
vary. A falling case of matches on 
the pier, caused the blaze, was one roe- 
port. According to another the fire 
started on the steamer Dimock and 
communicated to the pier. The 
Dimock was hauled out into the river 
by tugs, her upper works blazing for- 
ward and amidships. A fleet of fire 
boats and other craft gathered around 
her and deluged decks and forehold as 
the steamer gradually drifted down 
the river.

URGED 10 COMBINE

Under Provisions of Al- 
drich-Vreeland Bill.’ 


Secretary MacVeagh Says Cur- 
rency Réform Is Still Far Off 
and He Thinks Banks Should 
at Once Form National Cur- 
rency Association. 


Dublin, N. H., July 16—<A statement 
favoring the formation of currency as- 
sociations by national banks under the 
Aldrich-Vreeland bill of May, 1908, was 
given out tonight Dy Secretary of the 
Treasury Franklin MacVeagh at his 
summer home here. 

After explaining that the law pro- 
vides for the issuance of additional 
bank notes in time of emergency, 
either by individual banks upon de- 
posit of proper security with the gov- 
ernment and payment of interest on 
such notes of five per cent. for the 
first month and one per cent. addition- 
al for each succeeding month up to 
ten, or by the organization by ten or 
more of national banks having a capi- 
tal of five million dollars, the secre- 
tary said: 

First Impulse Correct. 

‘It has been my feeling for some 
time back that the first impulse of 
national banks immediately after the 
passage of the Aldrich-Vreeland bill 
was the correct one. That impulse was 
to form at once the national currency 
associations provided for in the act. 
The effect was to interpret the author- 
izations of the Aldrich-Vreeland act 
as something that should not await 
an emergency, but should be adopted 
when the financial atmosphere was 
perfectly clear. 

“That impulse toward the forma- 
tion of tif national currency associa- 
tions was general throughout the 
country, but it resulted in the forma- 
tion of only one national currency as- 
sociation, to wit: the one in Washing- 
ton, D.C. The reason why thig move- 
ment halted at this time was that the 
banks uncountered as they thought, 
one Or two serious difficulties in the 
law, otre of which was that there 
would be no provision for the with- 
drawal of a bank after it joined an 
association. While the matter was be- 
ing considered in the treasury depart- 
ment and before it became evident 
that the’ objections found bythe 
banks could, and would, De overcome, 
the impulse had passed away and the 
interest turned toward general bank- 
ing and currency reform. 

Currency Reform Net Imminent. 

‘Tt is true, of course, that the Ald- 
rich-Vreeland bill was only meant to 
operate ad interim until a reform 
banking and eurrency system should 
be adopted. 

“This reform seemed imminent and 
so the interest in the national cur- 
rency associations was allowed to di- 
minish. I have felt that this move- 
ment should be revived. While I am 
very hopeful of @n ultimate and not 
too long deferred reform of our bank- 
ing and currency systems, that reform 
}ts mot as imminent as we hoped it 
would be at this time. I have thought 
that the Intention of the Aldrich-Vree- 
land bill should be carried out and 
that its powers should be organized 
for the interval before the passage 
of a bill permanentivy reform'ng the 
banking currency system. I have felt 
that this is a favorable time.

WINS BIG VICTORY 


Important Decision by 
Tenn. Supreme Court. 


Opinion of Lower Court In 
Case of Cole Co. Against Sel-; 
den-Breck Construction Co. 


Upheld. 


Memphis, Tenn., July 16,—Organised 
labor won a sweeping victory in Ten- 
nessee today when the state supreme 
court, in session at Jackson, upheld 
the decision of the lower court in the 
suit of the Cole Manufacturing Com- 
pany against the Selden-Breck Con- 
struction Company, which has been 
pending in the supreme court for the 
past three years. The decision was 
by Justice Shields. 

The suit was based on the oonstruo- 
tion of the Tennessee Trust building 
about five years ago, at which time 
the Cole company was furnishing 
large quantities of material used in 
the erection of the building. The Oole 
company did not employ union labor 
in its factory. The construction ocom- 
pany employed union men in oonstruct- 
ing the trust building. 

The union laborers employed on the 
building issued an ultimatum that no 
more material must be secured from 
the Cole company. The Cole company 
was thus virtually boycotted and ap- 
plied to the chancery court for an in- 
junction restraining the construction 
company from running the boycott. 


COTTON TO STAY HIGH 
ACCORDING TO SPINNERS 


Providence, R. I., July 16.—(Special.) 
The cotton goods manufacttrers of 
New England do not expect to buy cot- 
ton much lower than present prices, 
even when the new crop begins to 
come in. They are not disposed to take 
on any long-term contracts at this 
time. One of the biggest factors In the 
trade toflay expressed a belief that raw 
cotton will rule at 14 and 15 cents 
throughout 1910. 

The recent action of the Knight and 
Goddards in fixing cut prices for two 
weeks in June to move goods on hand 
at that time, and establishing higher 
prices for all sales on and after June 
1, with a guarantee that there would 
be no sales below those figures be- 
tween July and October, accomplish- 
ed the purposes of that move.

HIS EVER PRESENT “HOODOO” 


(Fram The Washington Post.) 

How fast have you got to go to out- 
speed a hoodoo? That is what Lewis 
P. Strang, the “mile-a-minute man.” 
the fairest and squarest and most dar- 
ing automobile racer the tracks have 
ever seen, is asking. 

No matter how fast Mr. Strang went 
—and for several years he has been 
going considerably faster than a mile 
@ minute in the various automobile 
races in which he has participated—he 
eouldn’t outspeed hard luck. Even 
when he went a mile in the record- 
breaking time of 37 3-5 seconds he 
couldn’t do it. 

After seizing well-earned victories 
in half a dozen races from him just 
at the last moment, and through acci- 
dewts which neither Strang nor any- 
one else could have foreseen or pre- 
vented, that hoodoo has now whirled 
him upside down in an aeroplane, and 
has finally snatched from him his pret- 
ty little wife, who on the stage is 
known as Louise Alexander, who does 
a dreadfully shocking dance in a mu- 
sical production new running in New 
York. and who is the heroine of one 
of the most romantic automoDile court- 


ships known. 


That is what makes “Whirlwind” 


| Strang feel worse than anything else. 


Back in 1908, when his name began to 
be a household word wherever the au- 
tomobile was known, the racer married 
little Jeanne L. Spaulding, who had 
been for a short time on the stage. It 
was no idle infatuation. She had de- 
termined that she would never go hack 
upon the stage. 


Back to Footlights. 


But after a year of apparent happi- 
ness, Miss Alexander found the call of 
the footlights too strong for her, and 
she went back to the stage, where her 
clever and sensational dancing earned 
her at once a place among the stars 
of a glittering production. 

They decided to separate, but the 
automobile man felt that sooner or 
later his wife would tire of the stage 
and come back to him. No one knew 
that they had separated formally. 

Then Mr. Strang’s hoodoo got to 
work. Miss Alexander was suddenly 
named by Bessie Clayton, herself a 
well-known dancer, as corespondent in 
the suit of divorce begun against her 
husband, Julian Mitchell, who is Miss 
Alexander's partner ina “Vampire” 
dance. 

Whether there is any justification 
for Bessie Clayton's complaint is a 
matter that the courts must settle. 
Mr. Mitchell and the friends of both 
in the theatrical world say that his 
interest in Miss Alexander is purely 
platonic and professional; that he 
found in her an ideal partner for the 
weird and eccentric dances with which 
the gifted stage manager likes to 
sprinkle the’ productions which he 
stages. Mr. Strang defends his wife. 
but admits that it is a most uncom- 
fortable position and that he certainly 
does not approve of the form of enter- 
tainment which the “Vampire” dance 
is the pinnacle of perfection. 

Strangely enough, Mr. Strang had 
just tumbled from an aeroplane in 
which he was qualifying as amateur 
when the news of his wife having been 
named as corespondent in the Clayton 
case was brought to him. 

“Two Knockouts together,” exclaim- 
ed Mr. Strang. “This is the limit.’”’ 


Misfortune Begins in 1908. 


To take up Strang’s troubles chro- 
nologically it is necessary to go back 
to the fall of 1908, when. having won 
the Briarcliff trophy in an Isotta car. 
and a number of other important races, 
he had gained for himself an interna- 
tional reputation as one of the most 
daring and skillful drivers in the 
world. 

Strang entered every big automobile 
race that came along. No matter what 
car he rode, whether it was a Renault 
an Isotta, a Mario: or a Buick, of for- 
eign or American make, Strang was 
always the favorite. 

In the 24-hour race held 
Brighton Beach race track Bae te oe 
October 5, 1908, Strang drove his 
Renault car. He was a strong favor- 
ite. For hour after hour he flew 
around the course at the head of al] 
competitors. There wasn’t @ mile which 
he didn’t run in less than a minute 
The terrible pace told on his rivals. 
and car after car came to grief. One 
man was killed and five were danger- 
ously wounded. Strang kept the lead 
and with & smile of confidence looked 
back from time to time at George 
Robertson, who was striving desper- 
ately to overtake him. But he had a 
more formidable antagonist than 
George Robertson to fear. His hoodoo 
was rapidly overtaking him. He had 
covered over 880 miles in eighteen 
hours and was looked upon as a sure 
winner when, without any warning 
the connecting rod of his machine 
parted, tore through the crank case, 
and put the car out of business. George 
Robertson’ finished an easy winner. 
making 1,177 miles in the allotted 24 
hours, thus breaking the previous rec- 
ord of 1,107 miles for the time. The 
official records show that Strang was 
beaten by Robertson, but Strang him- 
self lays his defeat to the hoodoo which 
overtook him. 


Hoodoo Continues. 


Only a week later, at the initial meet 
on the Motor Parkway course. Strang 
met defeat again, when Lytle, in an 
[sotta, won out after an exciting race. 
The course was 234 miles long. Strang 
led most of the way, but before he had 
completed three-quarters of the course 
his engine began to balk, and Lytle 
«eradually overcame his lead. Strang 
was driving a Renault, and was mak- 
ing over 60 miles an hour when he 
came to grief. He was able to finish 
the race; in fact, just about at the 
rate of a mile a minute, but Lytle beat 
him out by 11 minutes, and won the 
event. No one could have foreseen the 
balking engine. 

Nothing daunted, Strang came tothe 
scratch in the same type of car again 
in the great Vanderbilt cup race, on 
October 2, 1908. Again he was the gen- 
eral favorite. Notwithstanding his two 
previous defeats that month, which 
were generally attributed to the 
hardest kind of luck, enthusiasts fig- 
ured that his great skill, dauntiess 
courage, and conservative driving 
methods would undoubtedly bring 
out a victor in the historic race_< 
course was 258 miles long, r ae 
race was splendidly mange sol- 
diers were stationed all , e line 
to keep the spectators” nd thus 
avert the tragedies whi aad char- 
acterized every previous race of like 
nature. 

For two days previous to the race. 
Strang tried out his car, and remedied 
its weak points, and when the hour of 
the great event arrived the machine 
was apparentiy in perfect condition. 

Strang took the lead right from the 
start, and held it for three halr-raising 
laps, when he discovered that his clutch 
wasn't working properly, and his en- 
gines were balking. His mechanician 
was nonplused, and with tears in their 
eyes the two saw their antagonists 
creeping up on them.

Strang Did Not Quit. 

This mile-a-minute map is not ofthe 
“give-it-up” caliber, however, and in 
the very next important race sched- 
uled, the Automobile Club of Amer- 
ica’s meet at Savannah, Ga., held on 
November 26, 1908, he competed again, 
etill driving a Renault car. The prize 
was a $5,000 gold cup. This time the 
course was 402 miles. For over one- 
half the distance Strang kept in front 
of the other racers. He was going 
somewhat over a mile a minute, and 
seamed to hold the race well in hand. 
The only an he feared was Louis 
Wagner, an Italian Fiat car, who 
was making a grand fight. But once 
again his adversary was there. And 
it got him. Before he finished his 
two hundred and fiftieth mile he ex- 
perierced trouble with his tires, and 
began to lose ground. Then a little 
later his clutch refused to work, and 
yard by yard Wagner commenced to 
gain upon him. Before 300 miles had 
been run, Wagner was ahead, and from 
that time on Strang was not in the 
reckoning, as one by one his other an- 
tagonists overtook him. Wagner won 
the race in 370 minutes and 31 sec- 
onds, which was considerably better 
than a mile a minute, and Strang came 
sixth. 

More Hoodoos in Other Cars. 


It did “Whirlwind” Strang no good 
to change cars. In the Cobe cup race 
at Crown Point, Ind., in June, 1909, 
Strange drove a Buick. It was a 395- 
mile race. Before it was half over, 
Strang broke a cotter pin and met with 
other troubles which forced him to re- 
tire, and Chevrolet in the same type 
of car won the cup. 

At the Brighton Beach race track 
°4-hour race a few months later Strang 
drove a Marion, but one mishap after 
another delayed him, and he finished 
fifth. In the Vanderbilt cup race in 
October, 1909, Strang made his effort 
in a Fiat. Once again he was a strong 
favorite. 

This time his hoodoo made very short 
work of him. Before the first lap was 
over Strang smashed his radiator, and 
though he made every effort to replace 
it. he was unable to continue in the 
race.

Tampa Racing Association, in 
a recent interview, are carried out, one 
of the bitterst wars ever.waged be- 
tween race track magnates promises 
to make the coming winter season in 
Florida a memorable one.

Methods em- 
ployed at Moncrief Park, however, did 
not meet with the approva)! of the 
horsemen, and a good many of those 
who wintered there in 1909 will go 
elsewhere to race during the coming 
winter. It is just this general dis- 
satisfaction that the Strode confed- 
eracy is banking on now to make their 
new venture sucessful, and the opinion 
is expressed that Tampa, and not Jack- 
sonville, will become the real mecca 
for winter racing in Florida. 

The Brown-Pons clique, however, 
have no intention of giving up without 
a struggle and they are setting about 
blazing a pathway to eminence for 
their palatial course. It is expected 
that Tampa and Jacksonville will vie 
with each other to see which can 
offer the richer attraction to horse- 
men. Purse and stake values will be 
increased at both places, while many 
other inducements will be advanced in 
the hope of attracting the dear old 
public, all of which will come as good 
news to the men who race horses, for 
it means better times ali around.

IN ACROPLANES 


Rules to Govern New 
York-St. Louis Contest. 


Prize of $30,000 for the First 
Aviator Who Makes the Voy- 
age Between August 10, 1910, 
and January 1, 1911, in 100 
Consecutive Hours. 


New York, July 16.—The official 


conditions governing the proposed 
aeroplane flights between New York 
and St. Louis were made public here 
today. They follow: 


“The New York World and St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch will give $30,000 to the 
first aviator who, between August 15, 
1810. and January 1, 1911, files from 
New York to St. Louis or from St. 
Louis to New York, within one hun- 
dred consecutive hours, using the same 
aeroplane from start to finish. 

“The only condition attached to this 
offer is that at least three days’ notice 
of intention to start for this prize 
must be given either to The New York 
World or The St. Louis Post-Dispatch, 
in order that announcement may be 
made of the actual siarting and finish- 
ing points, the actual route and other 
details as agreed upon.” 

Distance 900 Miles. 

The distance between the two cities 
is 900 miles as the crow flies, and 
1,048 miles as the mails go. The aver- 
age fast train time is twenty-nine horus 
and the average train speed 36 miles 
an hour. The best average speed for 
sustained flight in -an aeroplane is 
54 4-5 miles an hour. On account of 
the configuration of land. it is unlikely 
that any aviator will attempt to lay 
out his route in a straight line. The 
actual distance he will fly, therefore, 
remains guesswork and will only be 
determined by his performance itself. 

The conditions leave the aviator free 
to choose his own starting point and 
to make his landings for fuel, repairs 


necessity dictates. 
Wide Latitude Allowed. 

The donors of the prize state that 
they wish to allow the widest -latitude 
in the interpretation of the clause, 
“The same aeroplane from start to fin- 
ish; that is, such important repairs 
as the installation of a new propeller, 
a new engine cylinder, new struts or 
new brace guys mag be made without 
impairing the defined identity of 
machine. 

Given 100 hours in which to cover an 
estimated 1,000 miles, the aviator 
would have to fiy only a little more 
than 200 miles a day for a little less 
than five days. If he equaled the 
speed of Curtiss between Albany and 
New York, this would mean two hours 
in the morning and two hours in the 
afternoon, with as long an intermis- 
sion as desired for rest and tuning up 
the engine.

Equipment---Shortage of Cars 
Said to Be Unavoidable. 


Macon, Ga., July 16.—The fruit sit- 
uation is no quite so black as has 
been painted. One hundred and fifty 
cars left Georgia yesterday and equal- 
ly as many went forward today. Super- 
intendent of Transportation G. B. Can- 
dier, of the Centra) of Georgia railway, 
today furnished the following state- 
ment on the fruit situation showing 
that about only 15 cars have been lost: 

“The situation in the fruit territory 
on line of Central! railway at this time 
is somewhat improved over what it 
was yesterday. We will probably be 
in position to take care of, or fill with, 
reasonable promptness, nearly all or- 
ders for cars in which to load fruit 
that is now being picked and packed. 
The orders placed with us for today’s 
loading showing a very material de- 
crease over what was placed on yes- 
terday. 

Fifteen Cars Lost. 

‘In the territory On our line yes- 
terday there were approximately 100 
cars of peaches packed and stored in 
packing houses and station platforms 
waiting for cars not available at that 
time. The majority of this fruit, ac- 
cording to reports we have received, 
was in reasonably good shipping con- 
dition, and we hope to be able to get 
it to market in that. state. 

“So far as my information goes at 
this time, there has not as yet, been a 
total loss of more than 14 or 16 car- 
loads of fruit. 

“This quantity, approximately, not 
considered in condition to transport to 
markets. 

“As to the responsibility for failure 
to provide cars as required, this ques- 
tion has not been gone into, all efforts 
now being directed to taking care of 
fruit that is in proper condition for 
marketing. 

Central Has Contract With Armour. 

“The Central railway has an agree- 
ment with the Armour car lines to 
provide necessary equipment, necessary 
ice and to look after the proper re- 
frigeration of all fruit that is offered 
us. Requisition for required number 
of cars to take care of the crop this 
season was duly placed with the Ar- 
mour car lines, and the trouble in pro- 
viding sufficient number of cars when 
needed must be due to unavoidable 
causes. This is a matter, however, 
that will, of course, be handled later. 

“The peach crop on line of the Cen- 
tral railway was an unprecedented one; 
after the rains, the fruit, as I under- 
stand it, ripened very rapidly, caus- 
ing unusual quantities being marketed. 
Indications are that lines will be able 
to take care, with reasonable prompt- 
ness, fruit that may be offered bal- 
ance of the season.”

Not 
long ago fan American breeder bought 
Chineham Young Jack, who is said 
to be the greatest bulldog in the 
world, for $5,250..In this case no 
doubt the dog was a good commercial 
investment, for he will be used far 
stud purposes, and his sons and 
daughters will come back to England 
at almost equally fabulous prices. But 
there is only one Chineham Young 
Jack, and really bulldogs are rather 
cheap as dogs go these days Pe- 
kingese spaniels, those funny little 
beasts that resemble a mintature edi- 
tion of the more familiar King 
Charics, are ‘now all the rage, and 
fashionable women think nothing of 
spending a couple of thousands dol- 
lars for a specimen, while one with 
en unexceptionable pedigree will fetch

The percentage of deaths among 
puppies, Mrs. Collins asserts sadly, is 
enormous, it being probably no exag- 
geration to say that not more than one 
out of every four born lives to become 
an adult dog. The greater part of 
this mortality, she adds. sternly, is 
avoidable. 

“Weaning,” she says, “is a most crit- 
ical period in a puppy's life, owing to 
the change of food, and it is then 
that so many start to go wrong. The 
reason for this is that the mother 
dog’s milk is a highly concentrated 
food, rich in casein and cream, and is, 
in fact, more than three times as 
strong as cow’s milk, which contains 
a largwe percentage of water, even be- 
fore the milkman receives it. The 
best food to give is a patent prepa- 
ration which is taken readily by pup- 
pies from the day they are born. 

“People do not realize that dogs 
have ailments just like human beings. 
Often when dogs are supposed to have 
gone mad, the poor creatures are only 
suffering from neuralgia and tooth- 
ache. Other ailments than distemper 
to which dogs are liable are eczema,, 
lumbago, rheumatism, jaundice, en- 
larged eyeball, ear canker, etc.” 

The canine invalid which is fortu- 
nate enough to be the idol of a healthy 
women is better looked after by far 
than the sick baby of her poorer sis- 
ter. For its comfort a hygienic hot- 
water bed has been invented, which is 
germ and bacilli proof.

PSo, after iooking around, 
down to paying #$3,000 to $4,500 for a 
o0-foot lot sumewhere out in the vicin- 
ity of Piedmont Park. 


What we need in the market is a 
greater variety of good buuaing sites 
to Offer to homeseekers. inere are 
hundreag of peopie .n Atlanta today 
who are ready to ouy a lot and bulid a 
home On it, vut can’t find a swit&ab.e 
Site.

The city doesn’t lay street improve- 
ment fast enough to do any good, and 
most of the work of develupment 1s 
done by land companies. if you leave 
out tne improvement done in <Ansiey 
Park, Druid Hills, West End lark and 
Stewart avenue (all work of private 
owners), there woud be very little left 
to point out. The methva OF iaying 
street improvement through the city 
organization is cumbersome and aw k- 
ward. It is hard to get a new street 
improved (because nobody lives On It), 
and it is hard to get anyone to live 
on it (because it 18 no. improved). 
Yhus, arguitg in a circle, things are 
delayed year after y ear. Finally, 
through mere force of necessity (be- 
cause peopie have to live somewhere) 
a rough street is settled up; then pe- 
titions are drawn up and presented to 
council asKing that improvements be 
laid and the owners be assessed to 
pay for it. When the street grades 
are established and the curb set, it is 
found that some houses are away up 
too high above the street, and some 
too far below the curb.

At the hearing the 
Southern railway was represented by 
G. W. Taylor, general superintendent 
of transportation; C. L. Harris, general 
superintendent of the western district: 
the Atlantic Coast Line, by General 
Superintendent W. M. Newell and J. N. 
Brand; the Seaboard Air Line, by Su- 
perintendent H. B. Grimshaw: the 
Central of Georgia, by General Super- 
intendent J. T. Johnson, and the At- 
lanta Joint Terminals, by Superintend- 
ent J. D. Patterson. 

It was contended by the railroad 
officials that there is no necessity for 
an additional brakeman, as, under the 
law, 75 per cent of all cars must now 
be equipped with airbrakes. and, after 
September 1, 85 per cent must be 
equipped, removing the necessity for 
hand-braking. It was shown that the 
proposed law would mean an Addi- 
tional expense for the Atlantic Coast 
Line of $657,000; Seaboard Air Line, 
$60,000, and Southern railway, $90,000. 
It was further shown that, by agree- 
ment effective July 1, the trainmen of 
the roads affected had been given wage 
increases averaging 30 per cent, and 
it was stated that this would mean an 
increased operating expense of over a 
million dollars annually for the South- 
ern railway. The contention of the 
officials was that the object of the bill 
was simply to force the railroads to 
employ additional! trainmen whose ser- 
vices are not needed, and thus impose 
on them a large ingrease in expenses, 
which would ultimately have to be 
paid by the patrons of the railroads.

STILL IN CLEANING 
GETS PROPRIETOR INTO TROUBLE 


ESTABLISHMENT INSPECTION TOUR 


Augusta, Ga.. July 16.—(Special.)— 
There was rather an unique case of 
violating a federal statute, known as 
the “moonshine law,” before Commis- 
sioner Godwin yesterday afternoon. 

Harry Stark. proprietor of the 
French dry cleaning establishment 
here, had been charged by Deputy Col- 
lector Wimberly, of the internal rev- 
enue Office, with having a still in his 
place of business in violation of the 
federal law. It seems that all such 
establishments use a still, and that 
Uncle Sam requires that all stills in 
use in the United States be registered 
with one of his officials.

The result is that he 
has postponed any further action until 
he can hear from the district attorney,

to his decision not to make the pur- 
chase. The committee was balked in 
this effort by reason of the fact that 
on the day the information was re- 
quested the resignation of Judge Hart 
became effective, and the incoming at- 
torney general, Hewlette Hall, knew 
nothing of the facts connected there- 
with. 

In order that the question of pur- 
chasing either the tract proposed by 
the legislature last summer or the tract 
proposed by the governor in his mes- 
sage may be acted upon by the house, 
it is extremely probable that the 
committee will formulate its report as 
speedily as possible, and submit it to 
the legislature. It is expected that it 
will be submitted some time during the 
week. Upon that report is 
hinged largely the question of whether 
the state shall or shall not purchase 
any terminal property at all, and, if it 
is to purchase either of the proposed 
tracts, which tract it shall purchase.

So that 
argument seems futile. 

“So far the picture mén have said 
nothing about showing the pictures to 
the board, although the newspapers 
have quoted them as wanting to do so. 

“When the time comes, however, 
there will be a ‘square deal.’ Of that 
you can be assured.”

It had been @ 
gift to that school by the members of 
the sophomore class aaa and on 
le had been written: 
iitaantes to the Atianta Female 
institute by the sophomore class of 
the fal] term, 1869.” 

But when the war was over that 
gift to the institute was in the keep- 
ing of a prominent physician in far- 
off Bimira, N. Y., whither it had been 
sent by Captain Paul Collison, of com- 
pany A, One Hundred and Seventh 
New York Volunteers, with instruc- 
tions that it be cared for until his re- 
turn from the front, and by whom it 
has been sent back to Atianta, so that 
it may be returned to 4& member of the 
class which gave it to the school. 

When the war between the states 
eame on the Atlanta Female institute 
was located on Ellis street, between 
Courtland street and Piedmont avenue, 
on a large five-acre lot, then known 4s 
College Hill. Professor James R. May- 
gon, born and reared on the Chatta- 
hoochee river, within 8&8 miles of At 
lanta. was its president, as wel] as its 
founder. While the institute was ne' 
an aged one, it had made a most ane 
tering reputation throughout the ciate, 
and in many sections of the south, a0 
that the fall term opened with its 
largest attendance. The building was 
of brick, three stories high, and at 
that time was one of the most impos- 
ing structures in the city. It had been 
constructed by its founder, Professor 
Mayson, for the very purpose to which 
it was dedicated, and was after the 

date. 
Professor Mayson was 4 graduate of 
Dmory college, and before establishing 
the Atlanta Female institute had 
created a successful school at 
Smyrna, where he had builded an ex- 
tended reputation as an educator. It 
was the success of his work at Smyrna 
that induced him to turn his attention 
to an educational institution for young 
women of the south in Atlanta. At- 
lanta was then a young growing town. 
with limited . educational advantages. 
and when Professor Mayson broached 
the idea of a female college within the 
city he was given hearty and energell: 
support which resulted in a quick for- 
mation of a company with sufticien- 
means to bring about the founding of 
the Atlanta Female institute. 

School Was a Success, 

From its incepticn the institute was 
a pronounced success. Even while che 
men of the south were at the fron! 
fighting for their homes and their faith 
their daughters were attending the 
school on College Hill. Almost up to 
the very evacuation of the city Pro- 
fessor Mayson carried on nis work 
with energy and a consecration to edu- 
cation. 

And when Sherman's hosts masched 
into Atianta the building was a silent 
witness to its work and accomplish- 
ments—even with its closed doors and 
windows. 

With the advent of the federal sick 
and wounded the college building was 
conyerted into a hospital, and within 
a short time the halls and rooms 
echoed to the tread of white-capped 
nurses and busy surgeons rather than 
ef slippered, studying girls.

his return from the front. 

After Sherman had moved further 
south the sick and wourded were re- 
mroved from the college building, leav- 
ing it vacant..

But it has. That Bible is now in 
Atlanta and on Friday next, during the 
reunion exercises of the Forty-second 
Georgia, will be délivered to Miss 
Amanda J. Mayson, a sister ’of Profes- 
sor Mayson, founder of the Atlanta 
Female Institute. 

And this is how it comes about: 

Some few months ago The  S8Star- 
Gazette, of North Chemung, N. Y., pub- 
lished a story about an old Bible which 
had been in the possession of Captain 
Paul Collson, of that place. A copy 
of the paper containing the interesting 
story came into The Constitution office 
and was reprinted under the head: 

“Who is the owner of this Bible?’ 

The Constitution informed its read- 
@rs that Captain Collson, after keeping 
sacredly that old Bible so many years, 
was anxious to restore it to some mem- 
ber of the c.-ass or some one formerly 
connected with the old institute. The 
story was widely read and within a 
short time it developed that six mem- 
bers of that class, the sophomore class 
of 1860, were then living in Atlanta 
and many suggestions were made as 
to what disposition should be made of 
the old relic of war-time days. Among 
others who became interested in the 
old Bible was Major William J. Hous- 
ton, of Decatur, and it was by Major 
Houston that the first definite light 
was thrown upon the situation. Ina 
letter to The Constitution Major Hous- 
ton traced the history of the ‘Atlanta

Professor Mayson taught in the 
LaGrange Female college and, just be- 
fore the beginning of the war, insti- 
tuted the Atlanta Female institute. 
After the war he ente ue active 
ministry until about 1874 or 1875, 
when he returned to LaGrange and re- 
built the LaGrange Female college. 
His father, James Lucas Mayson, was 
one of the pioneer residents of this 
section. He removed to the Mayson 
plantation about 1826, from Edgefield, 
S. C., bringing his wife, who was 
formerly Miss Lucinda Douglas, and 
two children. At the same time many 
of the familiar names of this county 
could be found among the residents 
aflong the Chattahoochee river, which 
was the chosen ground for plantations 
at that time. 

There were born his other children, 


Miss Nancy C., Emaline, A. S., Thomas} 


C. and the youngest and only surviv- 
ing child, Miss Amanda J. Mayson. At 
that time all of that section was part 
of Henry county, and afterwards De- 
Kalb county. 

The Indians then lived on the other 
side of the Chattahoochee, and there 
was much trafficking between the 
palefacegs on the one side and the 
red men on the other. 

Lives on Old Home Place. 

Miss Amanda J. lives upon the old 
homestead, and takes a keen interest 
in preserving the family traditions 
and in sustaining Mayson’s church, 
which was founded by her father. She 
is the only one of the old residents 
left from those former days of that 
section. Mayson and Turner's Ferry 
road remains in the same cation it 
was when the children of James Lucas 
Mayson traveled to and fro and played 
upon the _ sloping red bar s A 
spring of high repute still flews from 
underneath the same hillside. Some 
of. the ancient oaks give shade to the 
Same spot as when these children 
played years since. This homestead 
is one of the few places left from 
those historic times, and it is the 
only pleasure and joy of Miss Amanda 
to linger about the old memories and 
keep alive the pleasures of her child- 
hood days.

Mr. Baron wrote these words and did 
not know that the great American 
(Roosevelt) pointed out that a great 
political mca #nent was taking place, 
against which he warned England—a 
true and real movement which will end 
the British occupation, the despotism 
and the bigotry in Egypt and bring the 
desired result. 

He wrote his letter and did not know 
that Sir Edward Grey himself, minis- 
ter of foreign affairs of England, ad- 
mitted the same facts officially. 

He did not know, also, that the lib- 
erals everywhere, and in England it- 
self, approve that movement and are 
calling for the evacuation of Egypt by 
the British. The Evening Post is one 
of these papers. Austria-Hungary ask- 
ed for the evacuation once. 

In Egypt, they love the Americans, 
and expect them to teach them a lesson 
in liberty and freedom.

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OSBORNE ATTACKS VALIDITY 


OF SCHOOL TAX ELECTION 


Referring to a recent decision of the 
supreme court which declares illegal 
the charter provision under which an 
election was held in Logansville for 
the purpose of levying a local school 
tax, L. S. Osborne, of Fitzgerald, tn a 
communication to The Constitution, 
takes the position that the decision of 
the court declares null and void simi- 
lar provisions in the charters of per- 
haps nine-tenths of the municipalities 
of the state. 

Mr. Osborne takes the position that, 
under the decision of the court, any 
taxpayer may at any time enjoin the 
collection of schoo] taxes, and stop the 
schools of any town so situated. 

Defect in the Charter. 

Attorney J. D. Kilpatrick, upon re- 
quest, furnished The Constitution with 
a copy of the decision in question and 
expressed the opinion that while the 
Logansville election was declared nul! 
and void, the decision of the court was 
based upon a defect in the charter 
which could have been remedied by the 
legislature but for an oversight. 

According to the decision of the court 
the general assembly is authorized 
by the constitutional amendment of 
1908 to empower “municipal corpora- 
tions, upon the recommendation of the 
corporate authority, to establish and 
maintain public schools by local tax- 
ation, to become operative only after 
the law shall have been submitted to 
a vote of the qualified voters and ap- 
proved by a two-thirds vote of the per- 
sons qualified to vote at such election.”’ 

The court holds that tn granting this 
authority to the municipality of Lo- 
gansville the legislature made the mis- 
take of not specifying that it should 
become effective after being approved 
by two-thirds of the voters qualified 
to vote on the question. 


No General Law on Subject. 


“There is no general law upon this 
subject,’ says the court. ‘The consti- 
tution contemplates that the general 
assembly may passa law conferring up- 
on the municipality authority to estab- 
lish a public school system to be 
supported by local taxation, out that 
such law shall not be operative until 
approved by a two-thirds vote of the

_ Attorney Kilpatrick states that the 
defect in the Logansville charter lay 
in the fact that it did not specify that 
the question should be submitted to 
the voters and approved by two-thirds 
of those qualified to vote, but speci- 
fied only that the levy of the tax 
should be made in compliance with the 
“general law’ when there is no gener- 
al law on the subject. He expressed 
the opinion that there are very few 
municipalities in the state with similar 
defects in their charters. 

Mr. Osborne's Communication. 

Mr. Osborne's communication is as 
follows: 

“Editor Constitution: Fitzgerald, Ga., 
July 15.—I wish to call the attention 
of the legislature and the people of 
the state to a recent decisid® of the 
supreme court of Georgia which makes 
illegal the charter of nearly every city 
in the state, as far as levying taxes for 
schoo! purposes is concerned. 

“The decision is in the case of 
Brooks et al, v. Town of Logansville et. 
al., made on April 16, 19109. 

“The case is onein which Brooks and 
other taxpayers asked that the town 
be enjoined from levying and collecting 
a tax for maintaining the public school 
System, after that system had been pro- 
vided for in the charter and submitted 
to the people for ratification and had 
received the necessary two-thirds ma- 
jority of the votes. 7 

“The gist of the decision is that be- 
cause the charter dia not contain the 
vrovision that it must be submitted to 
a vote of the people for ratification, 
@ny vote taken for that purpose, 
‘whether it carried or not, was illegal, 
and, therefore, that part of the char- 
ter pertaining to schools was iliceal, 
as it did not conform with the state 
constitution. 

“Probably nine-tenths of the charters 
of Georgia towns and cities tack the 
Same provision that the Logansville 
charter did, and as a consequence 
any taxpayer can at any time enjoin 
the collection of school] taxes and stop 
the school of any town so situated. 

“The legislature should lose no time 
in enacting a general law which will 
relieve all towns and cities ghat are 
acting under an illegal charter. 

“Fitzgerald is one of the cities so 
afflicted, and some taxpayers have tak- 
en steps to enjoin the collection of this 
year’s taxes, which will prevent the 
city schools from being opened this 
fall, unless some remedy can be ob- 
tained at the present session of the 
legislature. Fitzgerald's charter fail- 
ed to have the provision that the mat- 
ter should be ratified by a vote of 
the people, but, like Logansville, the 
matter was voted upon by the people 
and carried by the necessary number 
of votes, which, according to the de- 
cision of the supreme court, is of no 
effect, and, therefore, we have no legal 
provisions regarding our schools.

The street railway system was lifted 
out of a two-year receivership on the 
first of March and handed back to the 
original company to be operated on a 
3-cent fare basis. A profit was shown 
for the first month, but since then 
there has been a steadily growing defi-

BY AVIATION CRAZE 


Henry Meyer Says That His 


Deflector” Is Out 
of Order. 


New York, July 16.—The first vic- 
tim of the aviation craze to be taken 
to a local hospital for investigation 
as to hig sanity is Henry Meyer, who 
says he is an “airship steward.” Hold- 
ing in his hands a piece of board and 
a pencil, Meyer, while a passenger on 
a Third avenue elevated train last 
night, began writing and reading 
aloud at the top of his voice a list 
of cablegrams he was writing to the 
Emperor of China, in connection with 
the international aeroplane races, 
which he said were to be held in Pekin 
today. 

“Dear Emperor, Son of the Sun and 
Moon,” read one of the cablegrams, 
“my deflector is out of order, but I 
shall have it repaired and be on hand 
to fly with you tomorrow.” 

The train guard decided that some- 
thing besides Meyer's deflector was 
out of order and stopped the train 
at the next station and called a po- 
liceman. The airship enthusiast re- 
fused to accumpany the officer to the 
station until he explained that he was 
a brother of the emperor of China and 
was commissioned to lead Meyer to the 
palace. Then the man went along

CAUSE OF TRAGEDY 
NOT YET REVEALED 


Mrs. Deufex, Shot by Rigdon, 
Hovers Between Life

Chicago, July 16.—After hearing 
two witnesses, the inquest over the

CHARGES OF HOWARD 


MEET WITH DENIAL 


With reference to the statement 
made by Hon. William Schley Howard 
in his address at White City Friday eve- 
ning that Congressman Livingston had 
dodged the vote on the proposed na- 
tional child labor bill, Dr. A. J. Me- 
Kelway, southern’ secretary of the 
child labor committee, was questioned 
yesterday. 

Dr. McKelway stated that to his cer- 
tain knowledge no national child la- 
bor bill had ever been reported out 
of committee, and that consequently 
there had never been any opportunity 
for the members of the house or sen- 
ate, either, to vote on it, or to dodge 
the vote. 

Senators Lodge and Beveridge had 
each introduced bills in the senate and 
Represegtative Parsons in the house, 
but the committees to which they were 
referred had never made a report con- 
cerning them to either house. 

Dr. McKelway said that while he 
had always personally favored the 
Beveridge child labor bill, the mem- 
bers of the national committee were di- 
vided on the question, as were the 
friends of the child labor cause 
throughout the country. 

Dr. McKelway could not understand 
to what Mr. Howard referred when he 
said that Congressman Livingston had 
dodged the vote on the national child 
labor bill. 

Livingston Dentes Another Charge. 

As to Mr. Livingston's opposing the 
employers’ liability bill, as stated by 
Mr. Howard in his speech at White 
City, Mr. Livingston said Saturday: 

“At the time the first vote was taken 
on the bill I was paired for the bill, 
and was on that day at Fairburn. Ga., 
attending my primary. On the next 
vote the bill passed by a practically 
unanimous vote, I being for it.” 

Cannot Serve. 

Clark Howell Saturday wrote Chair. 
man Rivers as follows: 

“While it is my intention to vote for 
Colonel Livingston for congress, it will 
be impossible for me to serve as 4 
member of the campaign committee. 
My engagements are such that I can- 
not give the matter the time required, 
and it is best that you substitute some- 
one else in my place.”

FAMOUS WRECK OF AEON 


Very few young women anywhere in 
the world have as thrilling a story of 
shipwreck to tell of their own experi- | 
ence as Mrs. William K. Riddle has | 
related to her friends during her pres- | 
ent. brief visit with her father, Mr. J. |

She is here with her husband, 
tenant Riddle, United States 
and their little daughter, Mary Eliz- 
abeth, and it is their first return since 
the Aeon, which was bound from San 
Francisco to New Zealand, with 
Ricdle one of its few passengers, was 
wrecked on Christmas island in July, 
1908. Indéed, it is the fifst visit here 
of the little daughter, 
eighteen months ago on the Island of 
Samoa.

“It was a royal mail ship that res- 
cued us. Like all the other English 
vessels, and every ship plying the Pa- 
cific, this big liner had been ordered 
to lookout for us, and they happened 
to touch at Fanning Island the day 
Captain Downie reached there. 

“They treated us beautifully, seem- 
ing never to think they could do 
enough for us, and the rest of our trip 
was, of course, most auspicious. The | 
most dramatic incident of the wreck 
and of Christmas Island, however, hap- 
pened the day before we left there, 
when Mrs. Parker’s baby was born.” 

Life in Samoa. 

Almost as interesting as the story 
of Christmas Island is Mrs. Riddle’s 
narrative of Tutuila, although vastly 
different. 

She declares that Tutuila is to her 
mind more beautiful than Newport, 
which is conceded to be one of the 
most beautiful coast resorts in the 
world. 

Samoa is mountainous, and the na- 
val station town faces a beautiful bay 


with a crescent of mountains behind 
it so rich in their vegetation that the 
natives need only pluck the fruit and 
foodstuffs to obtain all they need to 
live on. Taro, their standard food, 
which resembles our potato, needs lit- 
tle more than to be planted, and yet 
the United States government has had 
to make it a law that taro be planted 
once a year, the characteristic lazi- 
ness of the natives preventing them 
from taking even this precaution 
against possible famine. 

“There are eighteen families in the 
navy colony there, and they have 
charming little homes and a delight- 
ful social life. The temperature never 
zoes below 60 degrees or above 85, 
and so in that respect, too, the place is 
quite attractive. 

“A native feast given by the great- 
est and richest of the chiefs of Samoa 
was one of the most interesting fea- 
tures of our residence. Hundreds of 
hogs and chiekens, with fruits and 
vegetables in equally huge quantities, 
were prepared, and the guests, who 
numbered one thousand or more, were 
treated royally. The occasion cele- 
brated the completion of the barracks 
for the ‘fita-fita guard,’ composed of 
the sons of the Samoan chiefs and 
commissioned by Uncle Sam to police 
the islands. A magnificent looking 
body of men they are, few of them 
under six feet tall, and splendidly pro- 
portioned.” 

Lieutenant -and Mrs. Riddle visited 
many of the various groups of islands 
in the Pacific while their residence 
was at Tutuila, and only recently they 
made the trip home of eleven thou- 
sand miles, their travels having been 
so long and their changes of boats and 
trains so numerous that the little 
daughter waking in the night would 
cry, “‘Where, mother, where?” ,

by Mrs. Harry Haviland Osgood, a 
prominent member of the Atlanta Wo- 
man’s club, and a member of the 
arts and crafts committee of the 
woman’s department of the Appalach- 
ian Exposition. Mrs. Osgood noted 
the relation of the work of the women 
of Georgia to that being done by 
the Appalachian Exposition. 

She is an earnest, clear speaker, and 
her voice rang with enthusiasm when 
she told the women representing the 
interests of the Appalachian region 
how they had all the resources out of 
which to mould a great structure in 
the strides of progress and higher 
civilization. 

“It seems to me you have nothing 
that is bad or useless, that has to 
be torn down, but there is before you 
a wonderful work of construction, 
practical and aesthetic in quality. 

An Economic Question. 

“Throughout the United States, there 
has been raised in the last few years 
a fearful cry against the higher cost 
of living—fear for the future that 
makes us delve into political and ag- 
ricultural problems, tariff and conser- 
vation. in order to find and eradicate the 
cause,” said Mre. Osgood, in a sub- 
sequent interview, when asked to dis- 
cuss the arts and crafts exhibits being 
planned by the Georgia women for the 
Appalachian Exposition. 

“No doubt all these perplexing ques- 
tions contribute to making our food- 
stuffs cost more, but is not the first 
cause, the destruction of the farms, 
because farms and farm life are so 
unattractive? 

Dutiea of Women. 

“One of the duties of the women 
is to fird out why city life, with all 
its disadvantages, proves more attrac~ 
tive than the country. From the wo- 
man’s point of view, it is the easier 
methoedg@e of doing the housework; the 
more enjoyable and enlightening ways 
of spending the leisure thus gained 
and the pleasanter aspect of the homes 
and home grounds. 

“There is no reason why the farmer's 
wife may not have most of the con- 
veniences, and the farmer and his 
wife, both, the pleasant environment

“The Appalachian Exposition offers 
the people of the eight states of the 
Appalachian region the opportunity. of 
studying tne agricultural and rural 
conditions, of discovering the possi- 
bilities already ex'isting and planning 
new means for bettering the situa- 
tion.” 

Arts and Crafts. 

Referring directly to arts and crafts, 
Mrs. Osgood said: 

“Perhaps to the majority outside of 
those actually working in the arts and 
crafts, this subject seems comparative- 
ly unimportant besides domestic soi- 
ence. agriculture, conservation, etc. 
To the many among us, however, who 
have even the slightest clue to the 
great fact, of the reciprocal relation 
of mind and body, it will have its 
value. We believe that a properly fed 
person is more amiably and energetic- 
ally inclined, but how few of us look 
at the other side of the question—that 
& properly matured mind is capable of 
more work. Unconsciously, all men 
have a love for the good and beauti- 
ful, the spiritual and harmonious: and, 
consciously, all men would gravitate 
toward it, were it not for the false 
traditions which bind us down and 
hold us back. No student, however 
misarthropic, but has been obliged to 
confess to the truth of this theory. 

Conservation at Home. 

“Given this truth, and think of the 
infgnite amount of energy—bdoth intel- 
lectual and moral—lost by even one 
family in adjusting itself to the ugli- 
nesses of the usual home. Every one 
that could be so well expended in ac- 
complishing much needed and desired 
objects in every field. 

“You say, ‘That is all very well, 
but it takes money to have beautiful 
surroundings. It does not! Money of- 
ten produces very ugly surroundings. 
It takes thought and appreciation for 
the simple things, which are accessible 
to us all, to make our homes and gen- 
eral environment beautiful or simply 
harmonious. 

“This is the reason that the arts 
and crafts department is so important 
& part of the Appalachian Exposition. 
In these states are preserved some of 
the dignified artscrafts which have 
existed since before written history. 
It is here and nowhere else in these 
modern United States that one can 
find women weaving on hand looms, 
just as did thelr grandmothers and 
o irs, three genérations ago. Then a 
good hand-woven eounterpane or blue- 


and-white quilt were considered as 
desirable as a machine-made French 
cretonne at $4 a yard. Today, right 
here in Georgia, one can buy these 
same quilts—so coveted in the north, 
where these industries have not sur- 
vived modern commercialism—for the 
price of one yard and a half of the 
before méntioned French cretonne.. And 
how much more one quilt means than 
a bolt of machine-made cloth of what- 
ever texture. Here also are many who 
weave baskets, _rush-bottom chairs, 
plait hats, etc., not to mention elabo- 
rate, fine needle-work and embroidery. 
Home Industries. 

“It is to give impetus to these home 
industries, to find a market for their 
troducts and to give our citizens the 
chance to select good, simple, honor- 
ably made articles, that the arts and 
crafts department was created,” said 
Mrs. Osgood, in conclusion.

Features of Week Were 
Steady Rises and Sud- 
den Drops.

wew York, July 16.—(Special.)——The 
volume of trading on the stock ex- 
change this week was only sufficient 
to move the market sluggishly. There 
were steady rises, then sudden drops. 
and, while the market is technically 
better than it was last week, it is 
suffering and will continue to suffer 
for some time to come from narrow- 
ness. We are passing through a pe- 
cullar era and one typical of American 
business and financial affairs. The or- 
dinary investor, as is always the case 
when the mafket is down, is holding 
aloof through caution.

ness. 

A prominent French capitalist this 
week had a letter published in a 
Parisian newspaper urging all French- 
men, with money to invest, to buy 
American stocks and bonds now at 
the market price.

On oper- 
ations with the interior institutions 
the net flow of cash into New York 
was $8,499,000. The imports of nearly 
$2,000,000 and the gain on subtreasury 
operations of $362,000 brought the 
grand total to over $10,000,000. 

The narrowness in the bond market 
has shown itself in the demand for 
securities of small multiples. Bonds 
in denominations of $100, $200 and $500 
are selling steadily, whereas the bonds 
in denominations of $1,000 are listless.

GOOD ROADS. 
By Frank Weldon. 

Go! 

At 8 o’clock tomorrow morning, the 
famous Buick hill-climber, champion 
ever all cars that ever went against 
it, starts from The Constitution build- 


ing on a %00-mile trip around the 


state. 

There have been pathfinders and 
trail-blazers from time immemorial. 
Probably the Phoenicians were the 
first to mark caravan routes. They 
were great’traders—the east Tennes- 
of their age. From that time 
to this. the pathfinder has been the 


forerunner of development. 

In the pioneer days of America, the 
usual way of blazing 4 trail was by 
notching the trees. Thomas Jefferson 
was an early pathfinder of note. He 
blazed the road from Charlottesville 
to Richmond by cutting three notches 
in the oaks. Hence the name, Three 
Notch road, which still survives. For 
more than 100 years the Two Notch 
road has been a well-known route for 
travel through central South’ Carolina. 

While Jefferson made scarcely more 
than 10 miles a day, The Constitution- 
Chronicle-Telegraph pathfinders plan 
to cover 100 miles, and the Buick 
could easily do 200 or better 
were it not for the stops which it is 
scheduled to make. 

The first day’s run will be through 
Griffin. Barnesville and Forsyth to the 
building of The Telegraph at Macon. 
Brief stops will be made at each ol 
the intermediate points—Jonesboro, 
Hampton, Orchard Hill, Milner and Bo. 
lingbroke. 

105 Miles First Day. 

The distance from Atlanta to Macoa 
by this route is approximately 105 
miles, and is often made in five hours 
and has been done in less than four. 
While speed is the Buick’s long suit, 
this scouting trip will be made in a 
leisurely way, and the pathfinders de 
not expect to reach the Central City 
until 5 or 6 o'clock in the afternoon. 
Though the purpose of this long jour- 
ney is to secure accurate information 
for the November tour around Georgia 
in the interest of better roads, the road 
to Macon is so well known to motor- 
ists that there is little to be added to 
their present fund of information con- 
cerning it.

The citizens of Clayton, Hen- 
ry, Spalding, Pike and Monroe coun- 
ties want roads which will be good 
al] the year round, in wet weather as 
well as in dry times, roads as good as 
Clarke’s and Oglethorpe’s, which were 
bullt and maintained by men who 
know how. A week of rain does not 
soften the roads in Clarke county as 
much as an hour's rain does those of 
Clayton. |

Negro Acquitted of Murs

‘Tift County Superior Court 
Adjourns---Many Petty Cases 
Tried --- Westbrook Is Found 


Guilty. 


Tifton, Ga., July 16.—(Special.)—The 
second week of the July term of Tift 
county superior court, devoted to crim- 
inal business, adjourned this morning. 

One of the most important cases 
tried was that against Will Turner, & 
negro, charged with the murder of 
David A. Hines. “Hines was found 
heaten insensible near a water tank 
on the Georgia Southern railroad, one 
Tifton, on the 14th of 
February last. Hie died without re- 
gaining consciousness, and his reia- 
tives were found at Lincolnton, N. Cc. 
When last seen alive Hines was with 
few weeks after his 
death, Will Turner was arrested at 
Tampa. Fila., suspected of being the 
man wanted. He was brought to Tifton 
and held awaiting trial. The case 
hinged on establishing the identity of 
Turner as the negro seen with Hines, 
and on this the evidence was s0 cOn- 
flicting that the jury was not con- 
vinced of the negro’s guilt, and a ver- 
dict of not guilty was returned. 

Cleveland Westbrook, colored, 
while serving as a convict on the Tift 
county gang, killed a fellow convict 
in January, 1909, was tried for the sec- 
ond time, and a verdict of guilty re- 
turned, with a recommendation to 
merey. At his first trial, in July, 1909, 
Westbrook was sentenced to hang, but 
his case Was appealed to the supreme 
court. the interesting point being 
raised as to the right of a convict te 
resist cruel treatment.

You may often see him reading 
Bible—the Koran—while ir his 
and you will find him p*-~ing 
If he is at all dev::ct he 
to the mosque every day and 
and he takes off his shoes be- 
fore he steps upon the holy floor of 
his church.

And this brings me to India’s great- 
est mosque. [t is called the Jamma 
Musjid and it is situated here on the 
banks of the Juman on a Plateau of 
rock between Delhi fort and the city. 
It is something like 500 years old. hav- 
ing been built by Shah Jehan, the same 
man who erected the Taj Mahal at 
Agra, considered the most beautiful 
bullding of the whole world. The 
Jamma Musjid is of. red sandstone, in- 
laid with white marble. It has three 
great domes and mighty minarets. from 
the tops of which the Inmans call the 
hours of prayer five times a day. It } 
the biggest mosque in the world. 
Surpassing anything in Cairo or Con- 
Stantinople and larger than the famed 
Mohammedan churches of Kairouan. 
‘he Jamma Musjid has a paved court 
of more than four acres in front of it, 
and this is walled by cloisters which 
run around its three sides 
The floor of the mosque 
into Kneeling places of white 
bordered with black. Fach 
enough to accommodate one man up- 
on knees with sufficient space in 
front of him to-bow his head to 
stone. All point toward Mecca, and 
walked through the building I 
many praying. In the alcoves 
worshipers were reading their Korans, | 
and off at one side a crowd of women 
shrouded in white veils was sitting. 
As we walked through, the high priest 
pointed out the beauties of.the mosque | 
transiating the texts of the Koran 
inlaid here and there. He took me 
to pupit, which cut out of a 
block of solid marble, and as 
special favor, showed me the great- 
treasure possessed by the church.

used, and when at last I was shown 
a casket covered with glass I expected 
a great diamond or some collection of 
rubies and pearls I looked in 
saw nothing. until his holiness point- 
ed to a single rough, red, wiry fair 
in the center. The halr was about 2 
inches long and so fastened by glue 
to the casket that it stood straight

It was built about two hun- 
dred and fifty years ago by Arungzeb 
one of the Mohammedan emperors, and 
it is the sister to the Pearl Mosque at 
Agra, built by Shah Jehan. Both of 
these structures are of white marbie 
exquisitely carved and inlaid. That 
at Agra is perhaps the most beautiful 
religious building of the whole world 
Bayard Taylor said that it seemed ‘tv 
him so pure and stainless and so ab- 
solutely perfect in revealing the spirit 
of worship that he felt humbled tv 
think that the Christian religiun nad 
never inspired its architects to sur- 
pass it.

Mayor Gaynor Has Most In-/ 


teresting Personality ---- The 
Declaration of Independence 
Read by Colonel Washing- 


ton. 


_New York, July 16.—(Special.)—New 
York’s safe and sane Fourth of July 
was sO great a popular success that 
it is pretty certain to be a perma- 
nent thing. Everybody was charmed 
With it, except perhaps the smal! boy 
and the fireworks dealer. 

One of the most interesting features 
of the celebration was the reading of 
the Declaration of Independence by 
Col. William D. Hertburn Washington. 

Colone] Washington is no less known 
for his writings than for his position 
in the engineering world or his busi- 
ness activities. He is of the family 
of the first president. and more of the 
blood of the Washingtons courses 
through his veins than through those 
of any other person living, for in three 
ways his ancestry traces back to 
John Augustine, brother of George. 
Colonel! Washington's friends fre- 
quently comment on the coincidence 
that both began their careers as sur- 
veyors, and that both began at 16 
years of age, and in the same town. 

Colonel Washington's early business 

activities were in the steam railroad 
world. He later becdme ifiterested in 
many traction companies, owning «the 
Dallas street railway. the Fort Worth 
Street railway. the Dallas and Fort 
Worth interurban, and building a 
part of the North Texas traction. line. 
He still has railway interests in the 
southwest, principally in Texas and in 
Oklahoma. He has large landed in- 
terests In Texas, and in the east has 
a number of successful realty opera- 
tions. He is a man of splendid phvy- 
sique, fond of athletics and _ sports, 
and a prominent clubman. While ad- 
mitted to the most gexclusive circles, 
he devotes little time to social en- 
joyment. 
- For the past three years much of his 
time has been given to literary work. 
His latest work, “Progress and Pros- 
perity,” is now in press. ‘ 

Colonel Washington was the organ- 
izer of the Volunteer Reserve, which 
attracted much attention just before 
the Spanish-American war. Colonel 
Washington's suggestion that the 
surviving commanding officers of the 
Union and Confederate armies organ- 
ize as a military reserve, met with 
instant favor: 100 generals, 59 of 
whom had worn the gray, imme- 
diately enrolled. Colonel Washington 
also took a prominent part in many 
charitable movements, and in the in- 
dustrial depression of 1893 he organ- 
ized the “a-15-99 club,’ which in six 
weeks collected more than one mil- 
lion pennies for the relief of the un- 
employed. He also organized at that 
time a free amployment bureau, 
which suceeeded in finding employment 
fom men and women who had lost their 
positions because of the conditions. He 
Was chairman, also, of the Galveston 
orphans’ fund, which took care of and 
provided a home for the many chil- 
dren orphaned by the. flood. 

Thesé, and many other activities 
this section, brought Colonel! 
ton frequently into the public view. 

Mayor Gaynor Servant of People. 

Mayor Gaynor, whatever may be said 
in criticism, is a most interesting per- 
He takes his position most 
and makes himself literally 
the servant of the people. One résult 
of this is that nearly every day sees 
at city hall from fifteen to twenty 
people with blind faith in his ability 
and willingness to take up their trou- 
bles. Their appearance at first amused 
oli-time city officers, who had been 
accustomed to seeing “cranks” turned 
awev by other mayors; but within a 
short time Gaynor established the fact 
that he would receive anyone who had 
a legitimate reaeson for seeing him, 
provided he was not otnerwise en- 
gared. 

Outside the mayor's office all visit- 
ors are met by Police Lieutenant Ken- 
nel, u volyglo: guardian of the law 
who speaks many languages and 
sings in Yiddish. Kenneel has been 
there since the time of Mavor Strong. 
and his experience would more than 
qualifv for difficult diplomatic serv- 
ice. In other days the politicians were 
more obstreperous and commanding 
visitors than they are now at city 
hall, but even then Kennel gave to 
ths poor, complaining immigrant. who 
wandered in a courteous attention and 
an apparently heartfelt sympathy.

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PLUGGING A DRAIN ON DEVELOPMENT. 


In a recent contributian to’ The Dodge Idea, Editor Richard H. 
Edmonds, of The Manufacturers’ Record, views the status and the 
destiny of southern development from an angle as unique as it Is 
logical and inspiring.

A CASE OF FLAGRANT DISCRIMINA TION! 


What is delaying the answer of the state railroad commission to 
the complaint of the merchants of Atlanta, relative to alleged dis- 


crimination in freight rates as between Atlanta and Chattanooga and | 


Nashville and Chattanooga? 

Complaint was filed and heacietes concluded last month. Seem- 
ingly, the commission has had ample time to effect a thorough in- 
vestigation. The grievances brought forward by Atlanta shippers, 
and the law in the. case, are easily probed and ascertainable. W hy 
the delay? 

The protest of Atlanta shippers, made through the Atlanta 
Freight Bureau, was against an apparently flagrant discrimination 
in rates upon freight from classes one to six, from Nashville to Chat- 
tanooga and from Atlanta to Chattanooga. 

The complaint set forth that the rates upon these classes aver- 
aged 27% per cent higher from Atlanta to Chattanooga than from 
Nashville to Chattanooga. 

The mileage from Atlanta to Chattanooga is 138 miles; from 
Nashville to Chattanooga, 152 miles. 

Thus, in spite of a difference of 14 miles in favor of nathan the 
'4 per cent 
HIGHER than from Nashville to Chattanooga. 

The Atlanta Freight Bureau made these facts plain, asked the 
commission to investigate, and if it found the reference was an unfair 
one, to appeal to the Interstate Commerce Commission to rectify it. 

Later, the petition was amended and—strengthened. The com- 
plainants were shown that under the lease act, the state of Georgia 
reserved the right to fix rates from Atlanta over the entire distance 
of the Western and Atlantic railroad. 

Unless this clause in the lease is meaningless, or nullified by 
litigation, it should clothe the state railroad commission with power 
of itself to grant the relief asked. 

As it is, shippers of Atlanta are hopelessly handicapped in com- 
petition upon items covered im these six classes.

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THE RAILROADS AND A “SQUARE DEAL.’’ 


Gradually and by piecemeal the interstate commerce commis- 
Sion 1s publicly formulating an interpretation of its scope under 
the broadened railroad law, and establishing a policy that is nec- 
essarily tentative until the equity and feasibility of the law can be 
determined in actual operation. 

For several successive days and in Specific instances more or 
less allied, the commission has handed down statements that, taken 


separately, have the superficial appearance of conflicting with each | 


other. 

Analyzed collectively, however, and taking into account the 
formidably complicated nature of the situation, the discerning mind 
hegins to see vaguely outlined a program as just to the carriers as 
it is protective of the public. 

For instance, the commission led off by summarily suspending 
the sweeping increases in freight rates proposed by western rail- 
roads until it could investigate their reasonableness. With the 
railroads crying for capital for development and pleading radical 
advances in the wage scale, it need not be emphasized that back- 
bone was required for this step. 

Next, the commission announced that it would pursue the gen- 
eral policy of suspending all new tariffs contemplating important 
changes. Later, this statement was qualified by the explanation 
that such recourse would only be adopted where, on their face, the 
new tariffs appeared unjust, discriminatory. or unreasonable. 

In this provisional outline of procedure there is no apparent 
menace or hardship, either to the carrier or to the public. 

Under the most lenient of conditions, the former would be re- 
quired, in common sense, to show cause in the matter of rate in- 
creases. 

And if, after exhaustive investigation, the commission finds the 
justice of the increases cannot be challenged, the shippers and the 
public generally will have no reasonable ground for complaint. 

In terms easily grasped, the commission is commendably set- 
ting about the discharge of «the function primarily justifying its 
power and its very existence—that of umpire as between the rail- 
roads and the people. 

Whether its latitude is, as yet, sufficient to that end remains to 
be disclosed.

WHEN THE AEROPLANE FALLS. 


While Glenn Curtiss was dropping mock-bombs upon vessels off 
Atlantic City the other day from an aeroplane, the Hon. Charles 
S. Rolls, an English nobleman with rare skill as an aviator, was 
falling to his death at Bournemouth, from:an elevation of 100 feet. 
He had also employed an aeroplane of type somewhat similar to 
that used by Curtiss. 

Rolls met his fate because the tail-piece of his machine broke, 
an accident likely to happen at any moment to the frail mechanisms 
with which men now navigate the air. 

Had his motor refused to work, he would at least have had a 
chance for his life. The device of “gliding” to earth with motive 
power shut off is rapidly becoming a common accomplishment with 
aviators, and reduces danger at yet one more source. 

But when a part of the structure of a biplane or a monoplane 
gives way, it is generally death or, at least, mangling for the 
operator and his passenger, if he 1s carrying one. 

That is one of the most vulnerable points in heavier-than-air 
flight, so far as progress has already gone. ‘ Another is that a flying 
machine may not remain stationary in air, like a bird, but must 
maintain a swift pace to remain aloft at all. 

In the last two years, or since the flying machine has made its 
most remarkable conquests, it has claimed twelve victims killed out- 
right, with a number of others maimed more or less seriously. 

The recent wrecking of Zeppelin’s “Deutschland,” 
than-air machine, has inspired enthusiasts in this field of aerial 
Navigation. ,

should impress, whether it does so or 
not, that farming is the best occupa- 
tion on earth for man. 

Is is of religious importance, and 
perhaps the most important economic 
matter» that confronts us today is to 
have the southern whites turn to agri- 
culture. Let our native people get 
themselves some land, if it is but Mttle 
few acres ig better than none; in 
fact, a few acres is all that is needed. 
Every nerve in the south should be 
strained to thig end. Let the negroes 
take the public works and welcome, 
and let the dark colors prevail and 
take possession of the cities. Preserve 
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white family and all will be well. Not 
always will this city supremacy pre- 
vail A few cities—Atlanta and two 
or three more—will survive this great 
trend of concentration and fewer peo- 
ple must do this “middle” work. It 
seems to me that the veriest fool 
could see that these “middle men” will 
find themselves too numerous under 
the great concentrations that will oc- 
cur in the next few years. It is not 
mecessary now, even under our present 
transportation facilities, for goods. nor 
groceries, nor farm implements, nor 
machinery to pass through sg0 many 
hands before it gets to where it is to 
be used—the towns must unload. l 
hae worried oer this for years in 
order to keep our whites in the coun-" 
try, but nothing on earth could stem 
the tide that went flowing cityward. 
Now, just as the whites are coming 
to their senses, a great to-do is being 
raised about having the negre edu- 
cated on agricultural lines. It would 
be a terrible misfortune if the whites 
of the south should gie up these rural 
pursuits to the negro. If the negroes 
would scatter like other folks, it would 
be all right for them to do whatever 
they pleased, but you can’t get them 
to scatter; they have blighted § the 
south for years and they seem deter- ! 
mined to remain the blight. The pres- | 
ervation of the country church seems 
to me to be the most important mat- 
ter before the religious world. If the 
rural districts are reinhabited by 
whites the country church is saved—j} 
the devil now has such a hold on the 
city that it seems to me essential that 
we hold the country. The politicians 
now have the negro vote so condenses 
that they may be handled where iInde- 
pendents appear or if two parties are 
organized. If negro disfranchisement 
does not break up the grand old dem- 
ocratic party it will at least split and | 
invite independents or a new party, 
and like the fellow who boasted that 
it was easier to handle the senate than 
the house—less of them to buy—the 
negro may seem a delicious plum al- 
ready in the eyes of some of our poli- 
ticlans. 

Save the country for thé whites. 
This should be the slogan to stir every 
southern man and woman, and pre- 
serve the religion of our fathers. Had 
it not been for the fresh blood that 
fiowed into the cities through the 
country-raised young men, some great 
cities would have long ago been worse 
than Sodom and Gomorrah. Let these 
go flowing back from whence they 
came, rebuild the old churches, re- 
instate the old-time preachers with 
religion instead of theology, cut loose 
the “adjuncts” and whip the grafters 
out; let motherhood and womanly 
womanhood again become the ideal, 
aboe which no manhood can rise. and 
the Caucasian and Anglo-Saxon will be 
itself again and rule the world. the 
grand old “hayseeds"” standing with 
the highest title to decorate the throng 
—eountry gentlemen.”

VIVID IMPRESSIONS OF 
CAIRO. 


The Very Air About Cairo Seems to 
Draw One Back Centuries in Time 


Beauty and Comicality Are All Mix- 
ed and Mingling There. 


Aden was the last stop our steamer 
made before going into the Red sea 
and coming to Suez, where I left it. I 
hope you do not long to hear of the 
shores of Africa and Arabia, for I 
nave nothing to recount except bare 
sand banks and hot hills, with never 
a speck of green in sight. The aspect 
was indeed too dr@ry and discourag- 
ing to tempt me from the steamer. I 
believe energetic sightseers find in- 
terest in some water tanks at. Aden 
and like to say they have put their 
foot in the Arabian sands, but I found 
my own curiosity amply satisfied by 
looking at the pictures of them with- 
out going for a cooking in the sun and 
sand. Besides there was plenty of di- 
version on board. 

No sooner did our steamer come to 
a stop than a perfect swarm of Afri- 
cans and Arabians—wild, fantastic 
looking things they were—surround- 
ed the vessel in small boats and came 
piling on board. They brought things 
to sell; evil smelling sharks’ jaws and 
tiger skins and fascinating baskets of 
curious shapes and barbaric colors, but 
above all. ostrich feather things, boas, 
plumes agd fans in all sizes and all 
degrees of handsomeneéss. 

Variety of Costumes. 

The costumes of these strange and 
gaunt figures ranged from Roman toga 
effects to overcoats and suits of mod- 
ern times, but remote modes. Their 
heads, though, were the particular fea- 
ture. Some of them were picturesque- 
ly bound up in turbans, others were 
jauntily tied up in rags and some 
seemed to effect the caking on of some 
white stuff; and then there were 
others still, whose jetty complexions 
were weirdly offset by bunches of 
Titian red and yellow curls, who 
proudly discarded all other head deco- 
rations and allowed the sunshine and 
breezes to frolic in their golden 
tresses.

First Impression of Cairo.

“They are 
merely ordinary, hard-working profes- 
sional or business men and women. It

With the ma- 
jority a sum of not more than $200 
covers the cost of thelr entire trip. 

“Their itinerary is far more expen- 
sive.

Washington, July 18&— <(Special.)— 
There are some curious results from 
our system of naval nomenclature. For 
instance, the.rule requiring the names 
of states for battleships or first-class 
armored cquisers has resulted in tire 
names of the smallest or newest states 
being given the biggest ships. 

The two super-dreadnoughts author- 
ized by this congress, which will be 
the most powerfu! fighting ships 
afloat, will be called the Nevada and 
Oklahoma, those to be authorized next 
year will be the Arizonaand New Mex- 
ico. The big states took the first ships, 
and these are hopelessly outclassed. 

Another result of the rule-for nam- 
ing warships is the keeping in mind 
the names of the mep who have made 
the American navy fillustrious. The 
latest torpedo boat destroyer is the 
“Lewis Warrington,’ Commodore Wa: - 
rington for whom she is named. 

Commodore Warrington was born in 
Hampton, Va., November 3, 1782. He 
Was graduated at William and Mary 


collemwe at the age of 18, and entered 
~-he navy as a midshipman in 1800. 

It was in the war of 1812-15, after 
having served as a subordinate on 
other vesseis, that he was given com- 
mand of the Peacock, and in her, 
April 29, 1814, off the coast of Florida.

rier. The action that ensued was bril- 
liant, but short. The officers and crew 
of the Eperrier fully sustained the rep 
utation of British sailors, but 
fully was the ship handled 
rington, and so effective 
that forty-two minutes 
Zagwement bemwan ithe enemy 
flag.

VOYAGE MADE 


IN SMALL FORTY-TON VESSEL 


Paris, July 16.—(Special.)—A hardy 
young explorer, M. Ralleer du _ Baty, 
who accompanied Dr. Charot on his 
previous Antarctic expedition has just 
returned to Paris from an adventurous 
voyage to which he and his brothe 


‘Henri devoted the whole of their small 


fortune. Two and a half years ago 
they purchased a fishing boat, 55 feet 
in\length, and set sail with a crew of 
four other companions for the desert 
islamd of Kerguelen, in the south of the 
Indian ocean. 

In the 40-ton fishing boat they have 
successfully completed a voyage of 
15,000 }miles. Between Rio de Janeiro 
and the Island of Tristan, d’Acunha 
they encountered a terrible cyclone. 
On the Ysland they found a population 
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of eighty-three souls, whom thev de- 
scribe as half-civilized and as of Eng- 
lish origin. 

During the remainder of the voyage 
the little boat was buffeted by heavy 
storms, but the desert isle was safely 
reached tn March, 1908. Fifteen months 
were spent in exploring the island 
making scientifiCc observations and 
hunting seals. In June. last year, the 
party started for Australia, and had a 
terrible passage of forty-five days ow- 
ing to storms. It was only by throw- 
ing out ofl that the boat was kept . 
afloat. 

On reaching Melbourne the boat was 
disposed of for a handful of gold, and 
the explorer took the passenger steam- 
er for Marsellies, where he has just 
landed.

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Smoke’s Effect on Bridges. 
(From The Chicago Tribune.) 
When a locomotive is making speed 
against a grade with its full comple- 
ment of cars and tonnage behind it the 
blast from the smokestack may attain 
almost explosive force. Rut regardless 
of how many pounds dead weight 
might be blown from the stack, its 
corrosive and heat effects in passing 
under bridge and viaduct structures 
have been under careful study by en- 

gineers. 

The Cotton farm bridge in Boston 
was built im 1896 with a clearance of 
only fifteen feet above the line of the 
Boston and Maine road.
